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The  term  "Kellogg  Print"  is  loosely  applied  to  cover 
the  works  of  four  brothers,  Jarvis  Griggs,  Daniel  Wright, 
Edmund  Burke  and  Elijah  Chapman  Kellogg.  They  were 
the  sons  of  Daniel  and  Susanna  ( Griggs )  Kellogg  of  Tol- 
land, the  father  being  a  goldsmith  and  clockmaker  who 
had  apprenticed  under  Daniel  Burnap  of  East  Windsor 
and  Coventry. 

Jarvis  Griggs  Kellogg  was  born  October  5,  1805  and 
died  July  22,  1873.  He  was  an  eminent  steel  engraver 
trained  by  Oliver  Pelton.  The  greater  part  of  his  profes- 
sional life  was  spent  in  Boston  where  he  was  noted  for 
his  skill  as  an  engraver  of  heads.  At  his  death  it  was  said 
that  his  "portraits  of  the  elder  and  the  second  Governors 
Winthrop  were  among  the  finest  specimens  of  American 
line  engraving." 

Daniel  Wright  Kellogg  was  born  July  21, 1807  and  died 
at  Jefferson,  Wisconsin,  December  28,  1874.  He  was  a 
skilled  lithographer  and,  according  to  his  daughter,  the 
only  one  of  the  Kelloggs  trained  in  that  trade.  He  es- 
tablished about  1830  a  shop  at  110  Main  Street  in  Hart- 
ford and  was  soon  joined  by  one  or  more  of  his  brothers. 
In  1836  he  went  west,  and  from  that  time  on  the  work 
-,  was  done  by  lithographers  employed  by  the  firm.  This 
a  may  well  account  for  the  unevenness  in  quality  that  is 
readily  noticed  in  a  large  collection  of  their  prints. 


introduction 


Edmund  Burke  Kellogg  was  born  May  27,  1809  and 
died  March  26,  1872.  He  was  a  printer  by  trade  and  was 
early  apprenticed  to  Colonel  Samuel  Green,  the  publisher 
of  the  New  London  Gazette.  He  was  also  business  man- 
ager of  the  Stonington  Phoenix  and  was  connected  for 
a  short  time  with  a  paper  in  Toronto,  Canada.  About  1832 
he  came  to  Hartford  and  was  first  associated  with  his 
brother  Daniel. 

Elijah  Chapman  Kellogg  was  born  June  13,  1811  and 
died  December  13,  1881.  He  studied  engraving  under  his 
brother  Jarvis  and  is  said  to  have  been  quite  artistic, 
with  a  number  of  oil  paintings  to  his  credit.  His  knowl- 
edge of  the  habits  and  methods  of  breeding  fish  was 
extensive.  As  early  as  1855  he  was  experimenting  suc- 
cessfully in  breeding  trout  artificially.  In  1860  he  went  to 
Europe  for  Colonel  Samuel  Colt,  whose  ponds  were 
stocked  under  his  direction. 

The  present  day  successor  to  the  Kelloggs  is  the  Kel- 
logg &  Bulkeley  Company,  a  division  of  Connecticut 
Printers,  located  at  419  Franklin  Avenue,  Hartford. 

The  exhibition  here  assembled  is  largely  the  gift  of 
Samuel  St.  John  Morgan,  of  Boston,  and  is  representative 
of  the  work  produced.  From  the  prints  known  to  exist,  it 
is  reasonable  to  estimate  that  the  total  before  1867  is 
more  than  one  thousand  titles.  In  addition,  they  did  some 
book  work  as  illustrated  in  this  exhibit  with  specimens 
presented  to  the  Society  by  the  Kellogg  brothers  them- 
selves. 


local  views 


Views  were  perhaps  not  as  popular  as 
many  categories  common  to  the  Kelloggs. 
They  did  a  few  foreign  views,  and  a  num- 
ber of  New  York  and  the  Hudson  River. 
Among  those  of  local  interest  are  prints  of 
the  "Log  Cabin"  which  was  erected  by  the 
Whigs  during  the  1840  campaign  of 
William  Henry  Harrison  for  President.  It 
stood  on  the  corner  of  Asylum  and  Trum- 
bull Streets  and  measured  35  x  75  feet.  It 
was  dedicated  July  4,  1840  with  appropri- 
ate ceremonies  including  the  drinking  of  13 
patriotic  toasts. 

The  "View  in  Hartford"  depicts  the 
Stone  Bridge  on  Main  Street  across  the 
Little  (Park)  River  and  was  constructed  in 
1833.  It  is  100  feet  wide  supported  by  a 
single  arch  104  feet  long.  When  erected  it 
was  the  longest  such  bridge  in  the  world. 
The  Whitehead  Highway  now  runs  under 


this  bridge.  The  church  is  the  South  Baptist 
which  stood  on  the  corner  of  Main  and 
Sheldon  Streets.  From  the  imprint,  the 
print  dates  1849-50.  In  1853  this  church 
was  purchased  by  the  First  Presbyterian 


congregation. 


"The  Connecticut  State  Prison"  was 
erected  in  1826,  replacing  Newgate.  The 
first  prisoners,  numbering  127,  were  re- 
ceived September  28, 1827. 

"Armory  of  Colt's  Patent  Arms  Manufac- 
tory," of  Portland  stone,  500  feet  long  and 
60  feet  wide,  was  completed  in  1855.  It  was 
destroyed  by  fire  February  5,  1864  and 
seriously  crippled  the  output  of  pistols.  The 
United  States  rifle  muskets  were  produced 
in  the  building  to  the  rear  which  was  virtu- 
ally undamaged. 

"The  Wadsworth  Atheneum"  was  the 
home  of  the  Society  from  1843  until  June 
1950.  It  was  designed  by  Ithicl  Town  and 
built  of  South  Glastonbury  granite.  The 
Society  was  the  first  occupant,  moving  into 
its  quarters  in  December  1843  before  the 
building  was  completed.

mexican  war 


Before  the  advent  of  modern  techniques, 
lithography  teas  the  chief  means  of  visually 
satisfying  public  curiosity  about  who,  what, 
when  and  where.  These  scenes  were  un- 
doubtedly  drawn  by  staff  artists  far  from 
the  actual  battles  and  were  their  idea  of 
what  took  place.  Color  was  added  by  an  as- 
semblu  line  of  girls,  each  of  whom  added 
one  color  at  a  particular  spot  on  the  print. 

Connecticut's  hero  during  the  Mexican 
War  was  Colonel  Thomas  H.  Seymour  at 
the  Battle  of  Chapultepec.  Unfortunately, 
if  the  battle  was  illustrated  by  the  Kelloggs, 
no  copy  is  now  available.

A  popular  series  of  the  Kelloggs,  and  one 
now  sought  by  collectors,  was  the  Presi- 
dents. There  were  several  series,  of  which 
examples  are  here  exhibited.  The  first  pic- 
tured each  President,  which  soon  led  to  a 
cumulative  print  illustrating  all  the  Presi- 
dents as  of  a  certain  date.  There  were  also 
prints  of  candidates  for  President  and  Vice- 
President,  and  soon  after  election  there  ap- 
peared the  portraits  of  those  who  were  suc- 
cessful. To  quickly  satisfy  the  demand,  and 
to  reach  the  public  first  with  new  titles, 
captions  were  altered  and  other  slight 
changes  were  made  on  used  lithographic 
stones.

Under  the  Presidents  it  was  mentioned 
that  captions  were  altered  and  slight 
changes  were  made  on  the  lithographic 
stone  in  order  to  quickly  satisfy  the  de- 
mand and  to  reach  the  public  first  with  new 
titles.  There  was  also  the  fundamental 
Yankee  device  of  getting  the  most  that  is 
possible  out  of  something.  Exhibited  here 
are  examples  of  prints  colored  and  un- 
colored,  reversal  of  stone,  alteration  of  cap- 
tion and  addition  of  details,  in  this  case  a 
beard.

civil  war  battle  scenes 


The  war  stimulated  the  production  of 
prints  to  an  extraordinary  degree.  At  the 
moment  no  one  knows  how  manij  prints 
about  the  war  were  produced.  They  were 
handled  by  shops  throughout  this  country, 
and  they  apparently  had  a  tremendous  sale. 
Some  of  them  were  drawn  by  soldiers  who 
were  actual  eyewitnesses  to  the  events  they 
sketched.  David  Russell  Brown,  for  in- 
stance, who  drew  the  series  depicting  the 
entry  of  General  Sherman  into  Atlanta, 
studied  architecture  in  New  Haven  under 
Henry  Austin  and  was  a  participant  in  the 
events  he  drew.

The  drooling 
sentimentality  of  the  verses  is  typical  of 
the  Victorian  era.

Perhaps  for  this  reason  Kellogg  prints  are 
not  as  sought  for  by  collectors  today  as 
their  competitors,  Currier  6-  Ives,  whose 
specialty  in  scenes  and  events  keeps  them 
popular.  These  prints  illustrate  particular 
emotions.
